Immortal 
Italiaus 

Celebration of the seventh anni. 
versary of the Fascist march on Rome 
was marked with the offical inau- 
guration of the Italian Academy, 
which will eventually have sixty 
“immortal” members, or twenty more 
than the full membership ot the 
French Academy. The Academy 1s 
divided into four classes of members, 
fifteen for each class, who are emi- 
nent in any of the following four 
branches: History and moral science, 
literature, the arts and = natural 
science, physics and mathematics. 
There will be a _ President, four 
Vice Presidents, one at the head of 
each class; a General Secretary and 
a Treasurer. These members will 
farm the Academic Council and will 
remain in office for five years. The 
Academy will hold regular sittings to 
discuss and promote the general in- 
terests of art, natural science and 
letters. It will grant research sub- 
sidies, traveling scholarships and will 
contribute toward the completion of 
scientific, literary and artistic works. 
It will in some cases assign pen- 
sions to authors, artists and scien- 
tists and to their dependents. The 
Academy will be housed in the beau- 
tiful Renaissance palace, La Farne-

RED CABBAGE SALAD 
One bunch watercress 
Two cups shredded red cabbage 
Six leaves of chicory 


Servings: Six ; 
‘The vinegar drained from pickled 
beets varies the usual French dressing 
for vegetable salads. Particularly does 
it pick up the combination of red cab- 
page, cress and chicory. It should be 
seasoned to taste, however, before mix- 
ing.it with the oil. A sprinkle of sugar 
adds much to the. success of the 
Thorough chilling and ®crisping of 
the ‘salad miaterials is essential and 
~ pags or glass-covered dishes for them 
should be at hand. When the cress, 


ita sprightly character and its versatil- 


chicory and red cabbage come from the 
market, they may be treatcd to a bath 
in lukewarm water and then allowed to 
stay in fresh watcr half an hour at 
least. Drained, ploccd in bags or re- 
frigerator containers, they rate a place 
near the ice or cooling chamber.

Other combinations with red cabbage 
include thin“rings of Spanish onion 
and celery dice dressed with a lemon 
French dressing: gréen pepper rings 
and cucumber circles dressed with 
onion French dressing; or a combina- 
tion in the proportion of cne-half 
cup shredded cabbage, one-half cup 

ed lettuce, one-half cup diced 
celery, two tablespoons onion rings and 
two tablespoons minced parsley dressed 
with beet vinegar and oil. 

When fruit is desired wedges of 
canned pineapple, a few blanched ale 
monds or pecans combine beautifully 
with the crisp red cabbage, a straight 
French dressing blending the materials. 
Grapefruit, apple and grapes are also
